Chicago and the only mark was Sonora. It may have been from some new mining co., or from 
Sonora in Mexico an shd. have been then placed with the foreign bullion. It is almost if not 
entirely impossible to get correctly the proper sources of bullion over effort is made to get the 
clearest information, but the best we can get is often entirely unsatisfactory. The other bullion 
spoken of was from Montgomery Mine Maryland.
